» Ehold the Eye of the Lord hath paſſed through the Earth , and hath beholden theabominations of the people, and their 
* cuſtoms, which are altogether vain, and his hand is lifted up againſt them, tocut them off from the Earth, and wo to 
them that withſtand him, for them will the Lord God viſit in his 4 "ray and rebuke in his anzer; therefore be war- 
ned all ye Inhabitants of the Earth, and white ye have time, learn Wiſdom, and depart from vanity before ye be con- 
ſumed through your gain-ſaying. / 
Upon the 29. of the 4th, Month, the Word of the Lord came unto me ſaying, Behold, the many abominations of this people 
in the time of their Harveſt, and although my light hath frined to have let them ſee them,yet they bave rejefted the ecunſel thereof; and abs 
though my faithfal witneſs in them hath reproved, yet they have net regaraed it, aud alrhough I have ſmitten them with Mildew and with blaſting, yet th, 
have mt laid it to heart, but have per fiſted in the fooliſh cuſtoms of their forefathers and have hated to be refarmed, neither have the) feared me, ſaith the Lord, 
but daily do they grieve my holy ff writ with their imiquities: | | | : 
' Therefore once more let them be warned of the vanities & abominations of their Harveſt in particular,that they may return,aud learn to fear before me,leſt I 
 ſmite their fruitful fields with barr enneſ7,and theirgoodly crops with withering and their children with cleanneſs of teeth in all their border, e.Am.4.6,9,10 
And now this is that which the Lord God hath pur into my hearc to warnall ye Husbandmen and Farmers, that in the time of Har 
veſt when ye are taking in the fruit and the encreaſe of your Fields, and che ifſue of your labour, that ye niind the fear of God, that it 
may keep youin the remembrance of kim from whence every good gift cometh,that ſo it may be good to'ycu, and ye may receive ic with 
humility and thaukfulneſs; and none to murmure becauſe ir is no more, nor none to glory becauſe it is ſo much, but all co be concented, 
and to mind that which lets you ſee and feel the bleſſing, that ye might be kept in the worthy walking, and know it te be multiplycd unto; 
you, and let your joy be in that the light hath ſhined upon you, and let that be the joy of your Harveſt, Eſay 9. 3. 
And remember that the portion of the poor be not gathered, but conſider the Lord hath regarded theirneed ; neither be churliſh nor 
bitterto thefh, but ler them have their portion without diminiſhing, Levir.19.9. And when thoy reapeſt the harveſt of thy land, thou ſhalt not whol- 
' by reap the corners of thy field, [ mark] neither frult then gather the gleanningsof thy Harveſt, it is for the poor, and for the ſtranger. Lay this to heart 
ye rich men, leſt ye eat of the portion of the poor, and the hand of the Lord be curned againſt ye through their cry, Job. 34. 28. For 
the Lord will maintain the right ef the poor, Pſa/. 140. 12. | 
And take keed of inordinate feaſting, ſpending the Creation uponthe luſt, making proviſion for the fleſh, which is contrary to the Chri- 
fans Example; but let your moderation appearin this alſo; For the reward of the glutton ſhall be poverty, Prov.23.21. And mind the Wit-. 
neſs of God, that that may order and guide you into that-which is convenient, and may ſtop the excels, that whatſoever is Jone, may be 
done to the praiſe and glory of God, as becometh Chriſtians, 
And let none be over-covetous of drinking, neither in the time of your labour, norat any other time; for that hures the creature, and 


deftroys the health, and hath overcome the life of en paging by the Lord to labour, then they have 
hure themſelves with their inordinate drinking, and fo abuſing the I of God, it hath been taken from them ; but let all minde God's 


fear, that ye may feel through thad which is outward, to that whic is within, namely,the thirſt of the ſoul, which that which is outward 
will not ſatisfie; that ſo ye may be brought to wait to know that manifeſted within, which is Drink indeed, Job.6.55. which cleanſeth from 
che pollutions that is in the world through luſt, and ſatisfies the ſoul, | 

And let that abominable cuſtom of ſhouting in the fields,or elſewhere, be left off, which is derived from generation to generation,from 
the Heathen, and from the Papiſts; and while this be left, leave off calling your ſelves Chriſtians, or Proteſtants; for even this thing, name- 
ly your crying of that which you call your Leargees,isa ſhame to the veryName of Chriſtians to be found among them,and renders yeu 
but fooliſh ignorant people, who ſports your ſelves with your own breath, like the Heathen who knows not the Lord thar gave it ; ſuch as 
was the Moabites, whom the Lord's anger was kindled againſt, until he threatened to cut off the Vintage of Moab, and their ſhouting. 
ſhould no more be heard in their Vineyards, becauſe the treaders ſhould tread out no Wine in their Prefles, Eſay 16. 9, 10. And fo will 
the Lord do by you except ye repent and turn from the folly of your ways; for he is not changed, neither is there reſpe& of perſons 
- with him; therefore ler this be no more named among you who call your ſelves Chriftians, 
And let all your corrupt and vain Harveſt-Songs be left off, your Night-work, which lifts up the evil ſpirit in man, but oppreſſeth the 
juſt, and keeperh from the true joy in the pure ſpirit, where the Song of Praiſes is ſung unto God for all his benefics , with acceptance; 
for in this alſo is there great abomination commutted in the Land, and the Lord's Spirit hath been grieved therewith; ſomerime ye are 
ſpending your precious time (which ſhould be forthe reſting of the creature in ) linging of filthy and abominable Songs, tending to the 
ſubverting and removing of modeſty und chaſtity from off the face of the Earth; andit may be che ſame night, and m the ſame mind will 
ye take ſome of the words of the holy Scripture, it may be of David's Pſalms, os ſome other of the Pſalms, and then in your wicked 
manner of dcubling, and vain repetitions, will ing them, which is far from ſinging to the praiſe and glory of God, or with Grace in 
yuur hearts, but tothe great abuſe of che Scripture, and tothe diſhonor of the Name of the Lord; and be afſured you ſhall not be hol- 
den guilcleſs chat take God's Name in vain, although in thetime of your Harveſt; but your Songs ſhal]-be curned as the howling of Moab 
in the day when the Lord viſited him. | 
- Burall mind the light of che Lord Jeſus Chriſt within , that ye may know it lifted up upon you, which makes glad the hearts of the 

righteous, yea more glad then the joy of the ungodly when their Corn and Wine is encreaſed, Pſal.4. 6,7.
